An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12.

The application has been amended as follows: 



Claims 7-12 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The claims are allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the 
references taken as a whole do not teach or render obvious the combination set forth, including 
that of a dead bolt reinforcing plate having a central portion with a slot therein for selectively 
receive a dead bolt (claims 7, lines 2-6; claim 12, lines 2-6), the central portion also has a female 
portion having a slot and a male portion that is selectively positionable with in the slot of the 
female portion, where the male and female portions have substantially symmetrical shapes 
wherein the central portion slot if formed within the female portion (claim 7, lines 7-16; claim 
12, lines 7-16), a plurality of opposed sidewalls integral with the central portion, and having a 
plurality of holes spaced therealong (claim 7, lines 17-21; claim 12, lines 17-22), and a plurality 




Cancel Claims 1-6. 
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of fastening members removably insertable into the plurality of holes for securing the reinforcing 
plate to a framing stud adjacent a door frame (claim 7, lines 22-23; claim 12, lines 23-24). 

U.S. Patent Number 6,282,851 to Beaton discloses an adjustable door frame with a 
central portion with a female portion having a slot and a male portion that is positionable within 
the slot of the female portion, a plurality of opposed sidewalls with a plurality holes, and a 
plurality of fastening members. However, Beaton discloses an adjustable doorframe, and not a 
dead bolt reinforcing plate, as well as the male and female portions being substantially 
symmetrical in shape. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
